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a scarce Houbraken portrait of the author. A Grolier, of 15 13, contains 
the works of Pontanus in Latin; it is No. 250 in Le Roux de Lincy's 
Bibliography of Grolier. 

There are various books of "Hours" printed on vellum, with clear 
gilding and coloring in the illuminations ; and as a counterpoise Sterne's 
"Sentimental Journey" with Stothard's illustrations and a half dozen 
extra illustrations. In line with this comes a first edition of Swift's 
Gulliver, 1726, and inserted is the series of Lefebre illustrations en- 
graved by Masquelier and. the Jouast set of etchings on Holland paper. 
A curious work contains dissertations upon the attributes of Venus, with 
numerous fine plates depicting the masterpieces in which the goddess of 
beauty is represented from Domenichino to Romanet, and Veronese's 
and Tintoretto's versions of "Leda and the Swan." 

Of historical and biographical interest are some finely extra illus- 
trated works. Irving's "Washington," bound up from the sheets and 
with the original illustrations on India paper, is in five 4to volumes, and 
• is extra-illustrated with over 250 rare prints, including many contem- 
porary portraits after Trumbull, Stuart, Peale, Duvivier, Loughi, Dar- 
ley, Houdon, Faed, and others. A supplementary album thereto holds 
the portraits of the principal characters in the Revolutionary war, ac- 
companied with autograph letters of the highest interest, among which 
some Irving autographs are not of the least merit. The work is inter- 
leaved with gray cartridge paper for further additions. A facsimile of 
the fine binding closes this article. 

"Napoleon in Autographs and Prints" is a small folio volume and 
contains the portraits of all the members of the Emperor's family, 
amounting in all to 57 prints, with autograph letters. Detaille's 
"Cavaliers de Napoleon" has many autograph letters, watercolors and 
prints inserted. 

Devoted to artists are two works. One is a Japan paper copy, of 
which only 25 were printed, of "Meissonier, His Life and His Art, the 
Wisdom of the Artist," by Vallery C. O. Greard, with extracts from 
his notebooks, his opinions on art and artists, collected by his widow. 
The work contains three original watercolor paintings by Meissonier 
and many unique additions which add to its unrivalled value. The 
other artist is a book on Jean Francais Millet, in which many portraits 
of his confreres and first state impressions of some of his works are 
inserted. 

A unique set of Voltaire's masterpieces contains some beautiful 
plates in proofs. This is the early English text by W. H. Ireland. 

But I must close. Two other sets I like to mention, but must leave 
for the next number. 




At a recent sale at Bangs & Co. there was paid $125 for a complete 
set (1875-1889) of "L' Art," the famous French art publication, with its 
600 full-page etchings by Flameng, Waltner, Unger, Lalanze and other,s, 
and its thousands of other illustrations. 

A set of the\"Memoirs of Casanova," the first translation, 12 vol- 
umes, only fifty sets of this large-paper edition printed, brought $69; 
an Aldine edition of Horace (the desirable edition of 1519), a very 
tall copy, bound in crimson crushed levant, $32; a copy of William 
Loring Andrews's "Madame Eliza B. Jumel," one of his earliest private 
issues (1865, limited to thirty copies), $28, and a copy of the same's 
"Stray Leaf from the Correspondence of Washington Irving and 
Charles Dickens," with engravings on copper and zinc (1894), $35. 

A copy of Cruikshank's "The Pigeons, Dedicated to all the Flats, 
and showing the Artifices, Success and Crimes of Gaming, Gamesters 
and Gambling Houses" (six colored etchings, London, 1817), with pre-, 
fixed a long list of "pigeons," among which may be found many of 
the prominent personages of the day, brought $26.00. Dibdin's standard 
"Typographical Antiquities," still an indispensable standard for the 
book collector, and the foundation of all later works on the subject, 
fetched $29.00. A set of the "Dramatists of the Restoration," edited by 
James Maidment and W. H. Logan, 14 vols., large paper, went for 
$22.75.

An unusual proceeding is the star-chamber method pursued by the 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts in refusing to make known 
the prices at which the paintings sold were disposed of. The reasons 
given: "This would be fair neither to the purchaser nor to the ar- 
tist." Our own academy, which is as conservative as it well might be, 
has long ago abandoned this old bogie, and in giving out the prices 
proves that it is both fair and in the end to the' true interest of artist 
and purchaser to have the market value of individual work understood, 
open and above board is a policy which ultimately always succeeds.
